The total number of prosecutions for criminal offences (indictable) re- 
corded for the year ended September 30th, 1928, was 26,693 against 23,563 for 
1927. This is an increase of 5,130 or 13.3 p.c. The convictions for the two 
years were 21,/20 and 18,836 respectively, which shows an increase of 2,884 or 
15.3 p.c., which is the largest increase since the years 1913 and 191% when the 
increases in convictions stood: 17.69 p.c. and 17.02 respectively.

The total number of prosecutions for criminal offences 
(indictable) recorded in Canada for the year ended September 30th, 1929, 
was 29,572, compared with 26,693 for 1928, being an increase of 2,879 
or 10,8 p.c. against an increase of 13.3 pec, in 1928 over the previous 
year. The convictions for the two years were 24,097 and 21,720 respec~ 
tively, the increase being 10.9 p.c. against 15.3 pce for 1928 over 
1927. This indicates a check in the upward movenent of crime in 1929, 


to the extent of 2.5 p.c. in prosecutions and of 4.4 pec. in convictions,
